Among many primitive peoples a 
sneeze signified the critical moment 
jat which an apparition became visible 
or a danger had passed, writes M. 
Saintyves, quoted in Le Progres Med- 
fcal, It was the occasion for felicita- 
tions and good wishes, just as it st!l! 
is among the “civilized” whites of to- 
day. When one barbaric monarch 
sneezed the word was quickly passed 
lalong by word of mouth until all the 
{subjects had been informed, and the 
latter then made solemn wishes for 
His Majesty's health. 
At another African court the cour- 
tiers turned their backs and slapped 
| themselves on the thigh at the royal 
janeeze. In a third country, at the 
sneeze of any important personage, 
those within earshot fell to their 
|knees, kissed the ground, and wished 
| the eneezer all manner of good luck. 
|The Roman Emperor Tiberius made 
| alt hands salute him whenever he 
[ sneezed, but this seems to have been 
|@ personal matter, for Pliny had nev- 
er heard the I!ke. 
| Among the encient Greeks artificial 
}eneezing, produced doubtless with a 
| feather, was used for a variety of 
| troublee—hiccough, crusts in the 
|masai passages, headache, and diffi- 
|cult labor. It was also used for mi- 
graine in the Middle Ages, and, after 
| the introduction of tobacco, snuff was 
}vueed in a variety of disorders. Snees- 
| ing powders were also in common use, 
j}and attempts were made to break up 
| epileptic seigures by their exhibition. 
Certain people believed that sneez- 
ing by a sick man was of bed prog- 
nostic significance, while others took 
the exactly opposed view that if e 
'eneeze could not be provoked the 
| patient could not recover. 
Double, a writer on symptomatology, 
| believed that both prognostics could 
hold good, according to the case,

Ottawa, April 10. — (Ganadie: 
Pregs.)—The minister of finance this 
morning received a delegation in re- 
gard to the refund of luxury taxes 
upon automobdiles, The. deputation 
was composed of representatives of 
the Deminion Retall Merchants’ ase- 
ciation and of the Automobdtie Mer- 
chante of Canada, and spoke for thoss 
engaged in the business from ocean 
to orean, 

The request of the delegation 
Grises out of the collection of the 
luxury tazes at the end of 1920. 
Dealers had bought largely while the 
tax was still in force and had paid 
the taz, Then, after the abolition, of 
the ympost the price of cars dropped 


and these dealcrs were left to bear| 


the loss which is placed at $1 600,000. 
While the former government was 
still in power a delegation waited 
upon Sir Henry Drayton and asked 
ly to refund the taxes. They were 
rred by the minister to the auto- 
m@bile manufacturers, to whom the 
d@@lers had paid the tax.
